SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 30.—Five 
sisters, two children and two women 
servants were killed today, either by 
burning to death or by jum ping from 
th e building when fire destroyed St. 
Jo h n 's Orphan Asylum. 
The fire started at four this m orn­ 
ing and spread rapidly. 
The children 
were cut off from the fire escapes and 
there was a wild rush for the stair­ 
ways and windows, the sisters hero­ 
ically 
attem pting 
to 
save 
their 
charges. 
Mother Mary, sister superior of the 
institution, died at her post. 
Five 
other nuns bravely went to death that 
their charges m ight live. 
At 
noon 
th e bodies of three nuns and those of 
the dead children w ere still unrecov­ 
ered. 
The m other superior was standing 
outside of the structure 
when 
she 
beard a baby’s cry. 
She rushed into 
th e building and was later seen with 
th e child at a window. 
A ladder was 
at once erected but M other Mary and 
the baby fell back into the 
flames. 
The nuns forced the children to Jump 
into life nets, entirely oblivious 
of 
th eir own danger. 
More than a score 
escaped in this way. 
As the last of 
the children left the burning building 
collapsed.

VIENNA, Oct. 30.—With only occa­ 
sional 
dispatches 
seeping 
through, 
the interest is intense today in the 
great struggle between 
Turks 
and 
Bulgars along the Erkene river, which 
is believed to be vital in the Balkan 
war. 
Enough news has reached Vien­ 
na to make certain that battle is being 
desperately waged along the 
whole 
line of contact. 
The fate of Constan­ 
tinople hangs in the balance. 
If the 
Bulgarians are victorious it is thought 
Hie question of intervention will arise 
with the peril of a general European 
war. 
Constantinople dispatches from Gen­ 
eral Nazim Pasha to the government, 
tonight state that a great battle with 
tile Bulgarians began this 
morning 
west of Lule Burgas. 
More than one 
hundred and fifty thousand men are 
engaged. 
Reports reached here tonight that 
the Turks are winning in a big battle 
on the Erkene river and Austrian of­ 
ficials believe the tide of battle has at 
last turned in favor of 
the 
Sultan. 
Other dispatches state that Monten- 
grin, Greek and Servian victories are 
continuing but the Servians must re­ 
inforce the Bulgarians before Adrian­ 
ople, thus weakening the forces in Al­ 
bania and Macedonia. 
Bulgarians Defeated 
LONDON, Oct. 30.—An official dis­ 
patch from 
the 
Turkish 
embassy 
states that the Turks have repulsed 
the Bulgarians at Visa in a twenty- 
hour battle.

An ever open way to the 
verdant 
fields of the West emboldened men to 
hazard their all in venturesome spec­ 
ulation. 
A proud confidence 
in the 
inexhaustibility of our 
natural 
re­ 
sources encouraged careless methods j 
in the distribution 
of 
government 
lands, and a corresponding careless­ 
ness followed in the handling of all 
forms of public and community prop­ 
erty. 
"There is enough for all—take 
all you want," was the idea that bred 
indifference to waste,

tained from Washington
